The  books  were  carefully  selected  and 
graded  to  meet  the  needs  of  pupils  in  the  third  to  ninth  grades, 
inclusive.  Thirty-seven  students  signed  for  the  "cruise."  Ten 
read  the  required  number  of  books  and  received  their  diplomas 
at  a  party  held  in  the  library.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  FITZWILLIAM 
DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

From  January  31st,  1938  to  Jainiarv  31st,  1939 


Visits  by  the  nurse,  include  the  following  items :  Obstetric 
cases,  29 ;  Postpartum  care,  94 ;  Newborn,  94 ;  Non-communi- 
cable diseases,  204  ;  Antepartum,  38  ;  Adult,  125  ;  Social  Service, 
85;  Pre-school.  219;  Infant,  42;  School  Children,  175. 

The  annual  physical  examination  given  the  school  children 
by  Dr.  Emerson,  the  nurse  assisting,  took  place  in  October  and 
November.  School  census  at  the  time  of  examination  was  114. 
The  following  defects  were  found :  Diseased  tonsils,  11 ;  ade- 
noids, 11 ;  defective  vision,  9 ;  corrected  by  glasses,  7 ;  10% 
underweight,  19 ;  anaemia,  2 :  valvular  heart,  1 ;  poor  posture, 
6.  During  the  school  year  11  children  were  excluded  from  school 
for  whooping  cough,  and  one  for  measles.  All  have  been  vac- 
cinated. 

The  dental  examination  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Gordon  A. 
Conboy  of  Keene  in  November.  It  was  found  90  children  were 
in  need  of  dental  attention,  6  had  perfect  teeth,  13  had  no  work 
to  be  done,  and  5  were  absent.  Sixty  children  have  been  trans- 
ported to  the  offices  of  Dr.  Conboy  and  Dr.  Robert  H.  Barnard 
in  Keene.  N.  H.,  accompanied  by  the  nurse,  and  had  all  work 
completed  except  two  who  had  work  partially  done. 

During  the  summer  a  clinic  was  held  at  the  Elliot  Commu- 
nity Hospital  in  Keene,  for  the  removal  of  adenoids  and  ton- 
sils. When  possible,  this  operation  is  performed  on  children  the 
summer  previous  to  entering  school. 

Several  individuals  have  contributed  articles  of  clothing 
that  have  been  distributed  through  the  Association  and  the 
nurse.  The  Woman's  Club  gave  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  by 
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the  nurse  for  articles  that  might  be  found  necessary  in  the 
nursing  work.  Mrs.  John  H.  Wheelock  made  and  gave  several 
receiving  blankets,  Miss  Butland  knitted  and  gave  babies' 
socks. 

During  the  fall  term,  games  and  toys  were  collected  by 
the  school  children,  that  could  be  repaired  and  repainted.  This 
work  was  completed  by  the  Junior  High  School  manual  train- 
ing department  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Properzio,  and 
distributed  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Woman's  Club. 

Mr.  Samuel  S.  Simonds,  as  in  previous  years,  has  contribut- 
ed generousl}'  to  the  children  of  the  grade  schools,  supplying 
them  from  time  to  time  with  candy,  games,  fruit,  nuts  and  sub- 
scriptions to  magazines. 

Cod-liver  oil  and  milk  have  been  supplied  to  the  underAveight 
children. 

It  is  through  the  cooperation  of  the  many  friends  of  the 
nursing  association  that  much  of  the  year's  work  has  been 
accomplished.  I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  each  and 
every  one  who  has  contributed  of  time  and  in  other  ways  to 
the  success  of  the  Nursing  Association.  Especially  do  I  thank 
Mrs.  Jennie  Fisher  for  the  splendid  cooperation  at  the  time  of 
my  illness,  also  the  school  board,  teachers  in  the  schools.  Dr. 
Emerson,  and  all  the  oificers  and  members  of  the  District 
Nursing  Association.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam,  in  the 
County  of  Cheshire,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  af- 
fairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Fitzwilliam  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  March  next,  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  hear  and  act  upon  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees  and  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Art.     2.     To    allow   accounts   against   the   Town. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Road  Agent  for  the  ensuing  year;  or 
take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year;  to  choose  one  Trustee  to  have  charge  of  the  Trust 
fund. 

Art.  5.  To  elect  Trustees  for  the  Town  Library  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

Art.     6.     To  elect  one  Selectman  for  three  years. 

Art.  7  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations for  the  same.
